CRIMINAL TABLES FOR THE YEAR 1859. 


PREFATORY REMARKS. 


The Tables showing the number of persons committed, or bailed for offences, for trial at 
Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in the several counties and towns in Ireland in the year 
1859, with the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, as in previous years, by 
the Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are compiled from Returns made by the 
Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 7th George IV., cap. 74, and from the 
records of the gaols. From the last-named source the age, sex, and state of instruction 
of the several persons on committal have been ascertained. 

The number of cases before magistrates and petty sessions, and the number of persons 
committed within the year (to the county and town gaols), for drunkenness, under the 
Act of 6 and 7 William IV., cap. 38, are inserted at foot of each Return, furnished by 
the Local Inspectors, and a Summary Table, showing the number of such in each county 
in the years 1858 and 1859 is given at page xxi ; but these numbers are excluded in 
the calculations, &c., in these remarks. 

From the Returns furnished by the several Local Inspectors the under-mentioned Sum- 
mary Tables have been compiled.

An analysis of the particular crimes included in each of those sections affords the follow- 
ing observations : — 


Class I — Offences against the Person. 

In 1859, 45 persons were sent for trial charged with “ Murder,” against 36 in 1858, but 
only 2 parties were in 1859 charged with “ Attempts to Murder," whilst in 1858, 26 
persons were committed for this crime. “ Manslaughter,” in 1859, amounted to 102, ’aed 
in the previous year to 125. Rape, and other crimes against Female Chastity, appear to 
have increased considerably during the year just passed, as no less than 112 persons were 
committed for such offences, against 78 in the previous year, 1858. “ Assaults” also show 

an increase in 1859 over 1858, viz., 1,858 against 1,677. 

Class II. Ojfences against Property committed with Violence. 

In this section the crimes which exhibit in 1859 such an increase over 1868 as to be 
worthy of notice, are, “ Breaking into houses and stealing," 24 against 1 0 ; and “ Assaults 
with intent to rob,” 14 against 8 ; whilst “ Burglary” fell from 105 in 1 S58 to 95 in 1859 ; 
and “Taking and holding forcible possession” from 199 in 1868 to 1 62 in 1859. 

Class III. Offences against Property committed without Violence. 

Of the eighteen crimes included in this class, nine show a return in 1859 consider- 
ably under that of 1858, including the several kinds of “Larceny,” “Embezzlement,” 
“ Receiving of stolen goods,” and “ Frauds, and attempts to defraud.” “ Cattle and horse 
stealing’ increased somewhat in 1859, as compared with 1858; but “Sheep stealing” 
affords a return of only 54 against 69 in the previous year. 

Class IV. — Malicious offences against Property. 

■ In o l hlS daSS there TOS an increase in I8 °9 as compared with 1858 iu “ Arson, capital,” 
mz., 2 against 27, and Other Malicious offences,” for which only 4 persons were com- 
mitte in 18o8, and so many as 28 in 1859. “ Attempts to commit arson” gives a return 
0 U1 1 - 1<3 ^ ear ** U f* P asse( ^’ against nil in .1858; but on the other hand, 9 persons were 
charged in 1858 with riot and feloniously demolishing buildings, whilst in 1859 no parties 
were so charged. 

Class V. — Forgery and offences against the Cun'ency. 

The several headings in this class exhibit a decrease in 1869 as compared with 1858, 
with the exception of “ Counterfeiting the Current Gold and Silver Coin,” which gives a 
return of 9 committals in 1859 against 5 in 1868, and “ Buying," Sec., of same, increased 
from 44 in 1868 to 47 in 1859. 

Class VI. — Offences not included in the above Classes. 

The most notable reductions in 1859 as compared with 1858 in this section, occur under 
the headings “ Assembling Armed unlawfully,” 20 against 51 ; “ Perjury,” 11 against 27; 
Administering unlawful Oaths,” 1 against 5; “Riot,” 630 against 704; “Keeping disorderly

houses,” 10 against 18 ; “ Vagrancy,” 2 against 6 ; and unclassed misdemeanors, 222 against 
286. On tb.e other hand, 8 persons were sent for trial in 1859 for Combination as to 
Wages, against 1 in the previous year, and for unclassed felonies 127 were committed in 
1859, and but 78 in 1858.

Of the 2,756 persons not convicted in 1859, in 482 cases there were no prosecutions ; 
m 836 instances no bill found ; 1,337 parties were declared not guilty on trial; 67 were 
bailed and not tried ; 12 were found insane on arraignment ; and 9 persons acquitted as 
being insane. In 13 cases the circumstances of acquittal were not returned. 


Insane Offenders. 

Of the 21 persons found insane, 2 were charged with shooting at, stabbing, &c., 1 with 
rape, 1 with assault with intent to ravish, 10 with assaults, 1 with burglary, 1 with holding 
forcible possession, 2 with horse stealing, 1 with sheep stealing, and 2 with simple 
larceny.

It appears from these calculations that the falling off in female crime in 1859 was much 
greater in proportion to their number than that of males, whilst in 1858 compared with 
1857 the males declined 13'74 per cent., and the females only 8 - 67 per cent. In 1857 the 
male committals were 7‘08 per cent, in excess of the previous year, and the females 12 48 
per cent, .under. Between 1855 and 1856 the males declined 15*52 per cent., and the 
females 33-11 per cent. 

Education. 

It appears from the following table that the committals for trial in 1859 included a 
proportionably higher number of persons who could “ read .and write” -than: in any year 
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from 1853, viz., 30 37 per cent., the highest per centage in any other of these years being Education. 
28-21 in 1857 ; the per centage of those who could “read only,” viz., 13-49 per cent, in 
1859, being, however, the lowest, with the exception of the year 1858.

These Tables exhibit the gratifying fact of the continual decline in juvenile prisoners, 
i.e., prisoners not exceeding 16 years of age ; in 1855 they numbered 556 males and 175 
females, in 1856, 384 males and 130 females, in 1857, 376 males and 111 females, in 1858, 
233 males and 69 females, and in 1859, 203 males and 70 females. 


From the next Table may be learned the proportion which the committals in each 
county, &c., bear to the population of each district, the sexes also being distinguished. 
The population adopted is that given by the Census Commissioners for 1851, which is used 
for the .reasons set forth in the remarks on the Tables for 1855.

The most noticeable alteration in these lists is the transfer of the South Riding of Tip- 
perary from the class showing the greatest proportional number of committals, in 1858, to 
the class of the counties exhibiting the least proportional number of committals in 1859. 


In the undermentioned counties the committals of 1859 exceeded those of 1858, viz., 
Mayo, by 70; Donegal, 53; Kildare, 40; Tipperary, N.R., 39; Longford, 29; Kilkenny 
and Dublin Counties, each, 25 ; Monaghan, 18 ; Sligo and Westmeath, each, 8 ; Down, 7 ; 
and Carlow, 3. 


In the cities and towns, with the exception of Limerick City and Galway Town, there 
were reductions in the number of committals, in 1859, compared with 1858. In Water- 
ford City the number was the same in both years. 

With reference to sexes, the highest proportional number of male committals, in 
1 859, occurred in Mayo, viz., 1 in every 336 inhabitants ; whilst the lowest occurred in 
W aterford County, namely, 1 in every 2,508. On the whole of Ireland the proportion of 
male committals was 1 in every 715 of that sex, whilst in females the proportion was as 
low as 1 in every 2,396; ranging, however, from 1 in every 11,989 in Waterford County 
to 1 in every 1,053 of that sex in Sligo County.
